the French Revolution came from 
the explosive agony of a long suf- 
fering people, aiti took the same 
road that was being taken by the 
enlightened intellectuals of Paris 
and the rébelious peasants of Gas- 
cony. and delegates from the little 
island sat in ‘the French National 
Assembly and helped draw up that 
document which remains as a last- 
ing monument to freedom — The 
Declaration of the’Rights of Man. 
When the egotistical little mad- 
man, Napoleon Bonaparte, prosti- 
tuted the French Revolution to 
satisfy his own greed for power, 
Haiti remained loyal to that Dec- 
laration, remained ‘loyal to the 
French language and the best to be 
found in the French humanist cul- 
ture but struck out for herself as 
an independent Republic. 

Today in Haiti, one finds that 
combination of France and Africa 
which makes it one of the most 
interesting of the world’s demo- 
cracies. The surnames are French, 
but some authorities on language 
say that the Haitian speech has 
developed from the French foun- 
dation to such an extent that`it 
must now be regarded as a sep- 
arate tongue. 

African idioms mix with the 
French to form a new literary me- 
dium which is being developed to 
express the African soul of Haiti 
by such outstanding scholars and 
authors as Dr. Price, Mars, the 
brilliant sociologist; Jacques Rou- 
main, the celebrated novelist; and 
a group ‘of poets who not only 
write about their sweethearts after 
the manner of poets, but who also 
write of the coming new world in 
their books. and in Haiti’s con- 
stantly improving newspapers and 
magazines, It is highly significant 
that Haitian writers apd scholars 
are becoming increasingly interest- 
ed in the country’s African culture 
still surviving generation after. 
generation among the sugar and 
coffee workers back in the brood=- 
ing, ancient hills.

The 
president is now trying to develop 
the ‘rubber industry in Haiti, and 
it is to be hoped that his country 


will not become simply one big |- $ 


plantation of the American rubber 
trust as has unhappy Liberia. 
, America may owe a part of her 
future security to the future. Hai- 
tian rubber industry. It’s now the 
time for American Negroes to 
speak up for Haiti and see that it 
is allowed to progress in the in- 
terests of its’ Negro citizens. It’s 
time for Negro Americans to speak 
up and remind this country not 
only of how black Haitian’s fought 
at Savannah but that this country 
might not exist today had not 
Toussaint L’Ouverture. stopped 
Napoleon at Haiti.

Senate Action On 
Soldier Vote Hit 


WASHINGTON — Calling the 
Senate action on the soldier vote 
bill, which would leavé the fran- 
chise for service men in the hands 
of the states, a—“‘shameless_legis- 
lative frad,” the NAACP has ur- 
ged upon House leaders the pas- 
sage of the original Worley bill, 
HR 3436, *not ‘the “compromise 
version” of the Worley bill. 

The Worley bill is identical 
with the Lucas-Greene bill which

In telegrams to Majority Lead- 
er John W. ‘McCormack and Min- 
ority Leader Joseph W. Martin, 
the NAACP asked that the Rankin 
sbstitute bill be defeated. : 

“Only 7 state legislatures are 
scheduled to meet prior to 1944 
elections,” said the NAACP wire, 
“whilé 41 legislatures are not due 
to meet ‘until January, 1945, or 
later. 

It was pointed out that 10 per 
cent of the persons in uniform are 
Negroes and it was charged that 
the chief opponents of the federal 
voting bill- (Congressman Rankin 
and Senator Eastland, “both of 
Mississippi) are working primar- 
ily to keep Negro soldiers from 
voting,, and “thus white soldiers 
a aber being disfran- 
chised to keep Negroes from vot- 
ing.” 

House leaders McCormack and 
Martin were asked particularly to 
see that poll tax. is waived on the 
balloting by soldiers. 

The NAACP ‘joined other’ or- 
ganizations and individuals in 
denouncing the Senate coalition of 
Southern Democrats and reaction- 
ary northern, Republicans which 
passed the Eastland bill turning

For J. W. Johnson 


WASHINGTOY — The seventh 
Liberty Ship to be named for an’ 
outstanding Negro American, the 
S.S. James Weldon Johnson, will 
be- launched at the Wilmington 
yards of the California Shipbuild~ 
ing Corporation in December, the 
Maritime Commission announged 
this week, 


The vessel {will pay tribute to 
the noted post, essayist, lawyer 
and diplomat who was skilled in 
an automobile-train collision near 
his summer home at Dark Harbor, 
Me., on June 26, 1938, 


«Mx... Johnson,-who..also..achieved 
note as a song-writer and a pro- |: 
fessor of literature at Fisk: and 
New York universities, was born 
inn Jacksonville; Fla., on June 17, 
1871, Completing public ‘school 
study in his native city, he later 
received B. A. and M. A, degrees |’ 
‘from Atlanta University and did 
graduate study at Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York City. 


His career began as a teacher in 
the Jacksonville public school, 
which was elevatec to high school 
grade during his tenure as prin- 
cipal. During this period he 
studied law at night, and, in 1879, 
was admitted to the Florida Bar, 
the first of his race to gchieve this 
honor. since the Civil War, 


In 1901 he went to New York 
City and with his brother, J. Ros- 
amund Josnson, and Bob Cole, 
collaborated in the successful writ- 
ing of popular songs and light 
operas: Later he was appointed U. 
S. Consul, first to Venezuela and 
later to Nicaragua. Returing to 
New York in 1910, he married 
Grace Nail and two years later his | 
first book, ,the fictional “Autobi- 
ography of*an Ex-Colored Man,” 
appeared anonymously. Its auth-

He edited a book of American |:
